THE TOWN AND ITS FUTURE. 


(From our SpecraL CoRRESP NDENT). - 

Port Sudan, January Zé. 
There is an air of spaciousness about Port 
Sudan that promises well for its fatare. ‘I'he 
main streets marked. out by lines.of posts are 
wide —never und-r 50 feet and often more, the 
houses are in large open compounds, and tha 
careful sanitary precantions taken by the 


} authorities make the new port a model among 


Eastern cities. Of course it is all unfinished 
that goes without saying, tor a twelvemonth 
ago Sheikh Barghout boasted nothing bnte 
tomb and a few grass tnkals; but stone houses 
will soon replace the wooden buildings and 
such an excellent harbour is bound to make a 
great city in time. In ten years’ time Port 
Sodan will rival if it does not sarpass the 
greatest of the R-d Sea coast towns of to-day, 
and unlike Jeddah, Hodeidah, and Yambo it 
already posse-ses the first essential of success, 
a just and progressive Government. 

‘fo leave the fotare for the present and the 
immediate past, the Lagislativa Council and 
the corresponden‘s bave had a great day. We 
could not leave ship till after 10 a.m., when 
the whole party went on board the Diana, 
where the gans, the wireless telegraphic 
installation, and the explosion of a mine of 
40 lbs. of gun cotton plessed everybody except 
the fish, a number of which were picked up by 
the crew who had laid the mine. Then the 
party crossed to the southern side of the har- 
bour and mounted a steam tram which ran 
round the N. of the town and swerving to the 
South finally brought the party to the pnl- 
someter plant which sopplies the town with 
good water from a distance of over 34 miles. 
The water is drawn from a well snnk in the 
side of a broad wadi that rans down from the 
hills S. W. of the port. At this point the 
plateac of coral limestone on which the town 
is built ends and an open sandy plain covered 
with thorny tussochs stretches for some 
distance and finally gives way to stony 
country, rising very gradually to the foot 
of the mountsins. The prevailing colonrs are 
greevish grey with yellow sand patches in the 
foreground, the hills were misty, or ratlier, 
less clearly outlined than is usually the case in 
the desert, while the red-browa of the wooden 
houses ‘in the town relieved what would othar- 
wise have been a cold if interesting land- 
SCADE. 

The people wore, of coarse, the most in- 
teresting objects; the majority were Haden 
dowa, red-brown people as a rule slightly 
bailt but mausocaolar and wiry, with nove of 
the heaviness that characterises the Ezyptian, 
with small, often regular features, straight- 
nosed and nearer, 80 it seemed to me, to 
the Abyssinian than to the Arab. As the tram 
passed the straw takla near the pulsometer 
plant, where many of them had gathered to 
watch the visitors, the women uttered thin- 
quavering screams, shrillerin tone but otherwise 
perp the Arab “zsghareet”. 

The party retarned to boat for lunch and 
at about 2 p.m. the thadding of dozens of 
darabukehs and the appearance of crowds of 
natives stalking with long strides across the 
open showed, if the flags and triamphal arches 
were not soffisient, that the day was one of 
festivity. Miralai Kennedy Bey and Bimbashi 
Kelly had invited the whole of the Daka- 
blieh’s party to ths R. B Mess on learning 
that"Lord Cromer’s arrivel would be delayed 
till 6 p.m, and at 4 pm. all were there 
awaiting the coming of the Sirdar; shortly 
after 4.30 p.m. the Sirdar and Lady Wingate, 
with Slatin Pachs, arrived, and if ever a 
g thering deserved to be called representative 
it was this, for practically all the Headquarters 
Staff and heads of the various Departments 
of the Administration were there, wi'h all the 
chief cfiisials of the Red 3ea province. 

Afver the greatings between the Sirdar and 
the Legislative Council and an excellent tea, 
during which the Sadanese band played, a 
camel race was announced and all the guests 
lined the wall of the mess compoond, while 
‘he troopers of the Camel Police—mostly Ha- 
dendowa irregalare—kept back the crowd. A 
word as to these police—whoever desicned 
their uniforms had real artistic taste. A white 
loose tanic and short loose Tarkish trousers 
reaching the knee, a rcarlet eash and: red 
turban, red shoes, and leather gaitera made a 
victureeqne costume, and the black donb'e 
crosshilt of a dagger projecting from their 
sa-hes gave a touch of wildness to the oatfit 
of these excellent irregulars. 

The camels syed by amid dast and shouting, 
a small boy rode the winner and came home 
by a bare head.

The half-naked Haden- 
dowa boy came up firat, received the prize, 
stared vary hard at Lady Wingate and the 
Baropesn’, and walked away, whereon the po- 
lice seized him and bade him salaam.

THE TRAGEDY 
OF AN EGYPTIAN PRINCESS.

In his work of exploration in Ezypt, Nicho!as 
Gemond, the famous arch logist, unearthed 
the sarcophagus of an ancient queen. He ship- 
ped it to his home in Paris and there opened it 
with the most exquisite delicacy in order that 
the mommy it contained might not be distur- 
bed. He found the body in a perfect state of 
preserva'ion, enwrapped in mummy cloths and 
shrouded in cloth ot gold.

But it was the dast which 
gathered opon the mummy that most shocked 
her tidy soul, and her busy fiogers fairly itched 
to take off those golden robes and give thema 
shaking and beating at an open window. Fear 
of her master alone restrained her, buat she 
would sniff with contempt at Gemond’s efforts 
to keep the mammy clean with a feather 
duster. 

After the queen had reigned over tha Pari- 
sian study for several months, her high priest 
went out one day and forgot‘to lock the door 
ot the room that was his shrine. The faithfal 
Gabrielle seized the opportunity to tidy up a 
bit.

EGYPT'S EGG INDUSTRY. 


It may not be without interest if, at the 
present egg season, we devote a little space to 
this branch of our export trade. The period 
during which the goods are exported commen- 
ces at the beginning of November and ends 
about the middle of March, the whole of the 
shipments being made through Alexandria. 
The following table, giving the nomber of eggs 
sent out of the country daring the last five 
years, clearly shows thatthe trade is by no 
maans 80 insignificant one. 
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The statistics compiled by the Castows 
were made in 1896 when the three countries 
‘above mentioned practically accounted for, as 
today, the whole of the exports, taking 
between them 13,232 050 eggs valued L. E. 
10,736. The shipments rose to over 39 millions 
in 1899, and steadily increased afterwards 
until last year, when the trade received a 
serious chéck owing to an outbreak of cholera 
amongst the fowls. The loss of poultry from 
_ this cause was enormous, with the result that, 
althoogh the redaction in nombers was to 
a large extent counterbalanced by incubating 
operations at theend of the sesson—to which 
we shall. again refer—there sre certainly 
grounis fof fearing that the retoras 1909/6 
‘will fall behind thore of 1903/4. The spread 
of the plague was greatly assisted ‘by the 
natives themselves, who, as might be expected, 
failed to grasp the importance of. taking ewift 
« and drastic measures for stamping out the 
disease. Sach an elementary precaution as 
the proper’ disinfecting of crates, eto., seems 
to have been largely disregarded, whole 
consignments of live birds often arriving dead 
in Cairo after a journey from one of the 
villages: in Upper Begypt. , 

At the present moment, eo faras can be 

gatheted, the plague has practically died ont, 
though it is yet too’ early to speak definitely 
on the subject. . 
/ The main source of the egg supply for 
@xport purposes is Upper Egypt, one of the 
principal districts being from Baliana to the 
Fayoum. The eggs sre bought from the natives 
by local men who travel ftom village to 
village very moch after the plan of the same 
fraternity in Kogland. The goods are then 
sent by rail to Alexandria, where the “gatherers” 
agent sells them to one of the export mer- 
chants: Avy crate arriving with its contents 
at all damp - and it shoald be remembered. 
that the .winter rains here are by ‘jo means 
light—mauat immediately te adld locally, other- 
wise the contents will be useless afters couple 
of days or so. 

The next stage is “‘candling”, which consists 
in passing the eggs in front of a strong electric 
light in a dark room, in order to discover. all 
unsound, slightly broken or immatare ones. At 
the commencement of the season, each egg is 
treated separately, though later on, when con- 
signments are arriving every day, such a 
precaution is not necessary to the same degree. 

After being sorted, the eggs are carefally 
packed tier upon tier in timber boxes, each 
box containing 1449 eggs all protested by wood 
wool. The cares are then shipped abroad, the 
freight on each being generally about 2s/10d 
to either Hall, London, Liverpool, or Glasgow. 

Toarning to-the financial side of tha quest‘on, 
we may say that the buying and selling rates 
have been gradaally rising daring the past few 
years. For the season 1902/3 the price paid by 
the merchant to the middleman per 1090 eggs 
delivered at Gabbary (Alexandria) railway 

: station, began about P.T, 149 (£1: 8: 8), rose 
_to P.T. 165 (£1: 13: 10) and finished off at, 
say, PT. 130 (£1: 6: 7); Daring the season 
1903/4 the same quotations were P.T. 160 
(£1:12 :9), PT; 180.(£t: 16; 10) end P.T. 145 
(£1: 9: 8). For 1904/5 the figares increased to 
P.'T. 170 ‘£1: 14; 10), P.T. 190(1: 18: 11) 
and P,T. 137: (£1: 8: 1); whilst the seas n 
which commenced last month opened with 
P.T. 195 (£1: 19: 11) and has already 
touched P.1. 209, (£2: 1: -), the demard 
being very strong owing to the absence of the 
usual Rossian supply. 

As the eggs artivein England ata time when 
the home production is exceedingly small, it 
ig not surprising to find that fairly good 
prives are obtained. An average: rate for 120 
eggs (known in the trade as a “gross’) 
0. i. f. avy of ‘the porta mentioned previously 
ia from 4/6 to-5/3, though this year, in copse- 
qaence of the demand and the high prices 
ruling in Egypt, the rate has risen to 6/- and 
even 6,9. The shipper, of course, pays for all 
breakages, and be also takes the risk ofany 
part of a consignment arriving in an unsound 
condition. : | 

Eggs, larger than the ordinary ones, coming 
from the Fayoum district, generally fetch an. 


additional 8/- to 10/- per case of 1440, the 
merchant bere payirg an extra 5/- for the 
same quantity. 

At the present moment an effort is being 
made by the export merchants to alter the 
terms of sale to f.o. b. Aléxandria, at any 
rate as regards new customers. An article such 
as the’ one under discussion gives many 
facilities to buyers—other than those who are 
strictly etraightforward—to refuse delivery, 
orto claim heavy rebates, when the market 
runs against them, and in soch a case the 
mercbant in Egypt is practically in the hands 
of the consignee. 

Complaints are heard regarding the treat- 
ment the eggs receive on the railways here 
whilst in transit from tho interior. The 
question of handling geods of this descrip- 
tion is always a troublesome one, bata trade 
involving over 100,000,000 eggs is cortain'y 
entitled to some consideration in this respect. 
Ths goods stand tha journey to England 
extremely well, and it is much to be regretted 


‘that the percentage cf breakages at this end 


is 80 heavy. | 

As regards the method of raising large 
qnantities of chickens, the native does not vse 
tha Eaoropean or Americxn pattern of inou- 
bator. In variods villages throughout the 
country there are to be found specially built 
roome, which are heated to a proper tempe- 
ratare by means of firas. Whon the incubating 
process commences, two men enter the room, 
which is then carefully closed up. The men 
remain in the chamber from 24 to 30 days 
turning and examining the eggs once or twice 
every twen'y-f»or hours. A smal space in the 
roof, covered with glass, gives the required 
amount of light; and food is passed in through 
another small openi:g. Needless to say. the 
occupation is uot a healthy ove, though the 
system appears to act very well as ragards the 
production of birds.

ABYSSINIA’S CLAIM. 


Conatantinople. 

There is a point, all too often overlooked, 
which is greatly to the credit of the Ottoman 
Government, and that is the care it exerc'ses in 
protecting various Christian interests and 
privileges against the aggression of another 
party or creed. 

Iv Jerusalem, itis the Turkish troops who 
protect, let us say, a Greek Orthodox proces- 
sion’ against Gregorian Armenians, or any 
other combination of creeds out of the malti- 
tude of conflicting Christian sects. Even within 
the precincts of the Holy Sepulchre the 
Christians cannot be trusted to keep order, 
and Tarkish sentries stand on guard to see fair 
play and no favour. 

Just such an issue of privilege is now raised 
by the envoys of the Emperor Menelik, who 
have come here, it is alleged with £30,000 to 
assist them in their mission. All that they ask 
for is a key, just a simple key, tothe portion 
of the Church of the Holy Sepulchre which is 
reserved for the Copts. The Copts energetic- 
a'ly oppose this innovation, stating that the 
Abyasinians never had any right to a key, and 
have no just canre for complaint, as the Abys- 
sinian Christians are allowed free access to the 
charch on all days after four in the afternoon. 
- The Porte would like to oblige the Emperor 
Menelik, to whom, not so long ago, the Saltan 
sent a special mission with decorations and 
presents, but; on the other hand, there is the 
fear of serioas disturbances resulting from a 

fanatical movement on the part of the Copts, 

The British Government may easily be drawn 
into the discussion, and would teel itself in 
mach the same uncertain position, for as the 
Copts are all Egyptians they woald certainly 
ask our support, while wa also seek the Em- 
peror Menelik’s. favour, notably as to his co- 
operation with asin Upper Sadan. 

There ia every probability that the Porte will 
be firm enough to settle the q 16stion equitably, 
without any diplomatic interference.
